The Testimony Before Coroner's Jury 


Clears Ingles end E«det 


Boys.

Kokomo, Ind., May 16.—That Lewis 


Yeager was shot to death, possibly by 
a woman, on a lonely country road, 
was definitely settled at the coroner's 
Inquest by witnesses who saw the man 
a short time before he was murdered, 
and oven heard the pistol shot. 


Tho precise spot where the tragedy 


occurred has been located, and strains

Shortly after 1 o'clock Monday morn-

Hear the Shot.

Is externally, being a mass of belts, 
cables, and carriers, accessories to 
the stono crushing machinery. The 
gravel'pit surrounds tho building on 
all sides. 


The Building 
At tho highest point of the struct- 


ure Is a.large hopper which receives 
all the sand, gravel 
and 
stones. 


Abovo the hopper Is a network of 
beams that support the cables on 
which runs tho shovel. 
This shovel 


•which resembles a dredge 
dipper, 
brings the material from tho pit. It 
•weighs twelve hundred pounds emp- 
ty and has a capacity of one .nnd a 
half cubic yarns of gravel. 
\Vhen 


full Its weight Is sometimes as much 
as forty-five hundred pounds. 'It is 
now carrying tho gravel a distance 
of nearly three hundred feet, from 
the bottom of tho pit to the top of 
the building. 
Tho name of tnls 


mncnine Is the Knotter Trolley shov- 
el. 
It averages 4HO loads per day. 
From mo hopper, the mixed sand. 
gravel -and larger stones arc 
run 
through largo cylinders. 2s .cot iong 
and -JS Inches wide, called screens, 
each perforated with duferent sized 
holes. 
A six-Inch stream of water 


running through the material separ- 
ates the particles nnd keeps all in 
motion. 


Separate Grades

The foregoing sizes 
are run from the screens to separate 
bins or loaded direct to cars. These 
bins each hold about twelve carloads. 
All the pebbles larger than 5-8 01

broken to the proper size for paving 
highways. 
The finer fragments of 
tills broken stono aro separated and 
carried by means of belts to separate

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WORK ON ENGINE 


MOST WONDERFUL 


Manner In Which the Great Tires Are 


Fitted Is Exceedingly 


Intricate. 


It hardly seqtns possible that the 
tires, weighing over 
a 
thousand 


pounds, on locomotive engines, can 
te taken off and replaced without re- 
moving tho wheels from the engine, 
yet It Is being done every '-week or 
so -down at tho yards. Engine wheel 
tires, like other kinds, wear out oc- 
casionally. 
Wlien new they last per- 


haps four years, depending npon the 
amount of work done by the engine. 
By that time a deep groove has been 
•worn In the middle of tho wearing 
surface, leaving a ridge on the out- 
side edge of the tire. 
This cage 


must be removed and It can only lie 
done at a regular railway machine 
shop. 
So the tire must come off and 
this Is the way It Is done. 


Raise Engine 
First tho entln.L body of the en-j 


Sine Is raised, so that the wheels 
leave the ground. 
Then one wheel 


Is flrraly clamped so — _«. It cannot 
turn, then a bracket like 
arrange- 


ment Is secured to tho run, 
level 


•with It at tho highest point of 'the 


This bracket, 
whlcn 
.Is 


nothing more than a rod strongly 
Tiraced. Is used to hold the tire when 
It Is moved to nnd from tne nin. As 
tho tire la only held to the run by 
the contraction of tho steel. It Is 
heated to loosen sufficiently to re- 
move. 
This Is done by means of an 


oil burner with peculiar shaped burn- 
ers. 
These are bent so as to con- 


form with tho curve of the tire, and 
are placed directly under It. 
Crude 


.oil is burned.' 
A hood of sheet met- 


al Is then fitted entirely around the 
•wheel, this Is for the purpose of re- 
taining the beat 
An air blast then 


forces tho oil through the burners 
and blows the flame around tho en- 
tire circumference of the wheel. Tnls 
makes an Intense heat which 
in 
about flften or twenty minutes caus- 
es the big rim of steel to expanu suf- 
ficiently to alow It to be slid from 
the wheel on to the bracket, where 
It hangs until cooled enough.to be 
taken away. 
The diameter of a nevr 
tire Is made only one-eighth of an 
Inch smaller than the diameter of 
the wheel, so that the amount of con- 
traction and expansion Is only that 
small fraction of an Inch, but It Is 
sufficient to hold the tire to 
the 


•wheel. 


Tire Is Thick 


When new an engine tire is-'ex- 


actly three inches thick and they are 
icood for service till they are worn 
down to one inch. 
Then they are 


too thin for further use and aro con- 
signed to tne scrap pile. 
The tires referred to above 
ere 
those on the big wheels of the 
en- 


gine. 
The small wheels In front are 


made dltferent.y and are treated dif- 
ferently. 
When 
these small tires 


are worn out tho entire wheel Is re- 
moved and- sent to the 
machine 
shop. 


Most large engine tires are made 


l»y Krupp In Germany. 
Some a>e 


made in this country and there are 
extensive works at Mldvale, 1-ennsyl 
ran to, where thousands of men are 
at work each day on this work.
